Only Fourth Indicate 
German Favoritism 


SAARBRUECKEN, Dec. 1—on—

Into Bunker 


SEOUL, Dec. 1—-OB—Late after­ 
noon sunshine streamed through a 
small slit in a front-line bunker. 
There was heavy firing outside 
but the young Marine could feel 
secure. The shelter 
was strong, 
burrowed into a little brown hilf 
and reinforced by heavy beams 
and sandbagging. 
The Marine was 21, dark-haired, 
clean-cut, medium build. He had 
been in Korea only a few months. 
He was always in good humor, 
particularly since the day he got 
word that a son had been born to 
his wife. 
His job was to maintain an ob­ 
servation 
post 
overlooking 
the 
front. Every now and then the 
Marine went to the slit in the bunk­ 
er and watched the incoming and I 
outgoing mortar and artillery. 
The Marine decided to w’rite a 
letter to his young wife. He placed 
an empty box near the only illumi­ 
nation, the shaft of sunshine which 
stabbed through the slit in tho 
heaviy reinforced wall.

WHEN a child complains of u n ­ 
usual, persistent, or repeated 
pains in the abdomen, it is unwise 
to pass them off as just a “tummy 
ache.” One type of abdominal 
pain In children which I will de­ 
scribe today, is even due to a 
brain disorder. 
Sometimes it can be quite a 
task to discover the real trouble 
in such children. Every doctor 
knows th a t examining and tre a t­ 
ing children is much more diffi­ 
cult than dealing with adults. An 
adult can usually explain his 
symptoms clearly enough to help 
the physician make a correct 
diagnosis. Children are often un­ 
able to explain their symptoms 
properly, or may be so frightened 
of the physician th a t they refuse 
to discuss their symptoms with 
him. 
Many Causes Possible 
The cause for pain in the ab­ 
domen is one of the most difficult 
symptoms to distinguish in a 
child. There may be m any causes 
for such pains, including appen­ 
dicitis, bowel obstruction, and 
colitis. Throat infections may 
cause an inflam m ation of the 
lymph glands of the abdomen, 
giving a pain similar to th a t of 
appendicitis. 
Still another type was observed 
not so long ago, when certain 
c h ild re n com plained of pains 
around the navel and below the 
ribs. In many, the pain also trav­ 
eled to both sides of the lower 
back. It was unusually sudden 
and severe, and the children de­ 
scribed it as stabbing like a knife. 
The pain usually left, only to re­ 
turn in a few days. 


These children usually had 
other disturbances of the stom­ 
ach and bowel as well, such a* 
nausea, vomiting, loss of appetite 
and diarrhea. They were alsc 
feverish during the attacks. A 
great number fell asleep right 
after the abdominal attack, no 
m atter what time it occurred, and 
slept for several hours. 
Since these pains did not com* 
with any regularity, and testa 
failed to show any abdominal 
disease, some other explanation 
was sought. 
Doctors observed th at the pat­ 
tern of a sudden attack followed 
by sleep was somewhat similar to 
epilepsy, a type of disorder of the 
nerves. 


Irregular Brain Waves 
The next step was to test all 
these children with an electro­ 
encephalograph, an Instrum ent 
th at records the electric waves 
in the brain and shows any un­ 
usual spasms. Bure enough, it 
was found th at all but one of 
these children showed irregular 
brain waves, indicating a type 
of epilepsy. 
Many of the children, though 
not all, were relieved of their ab­ 
dominal pains once they were 
given the usual treatm ent for 
epilepsy.

Fertilizer Cuts 
U.S. Food Bill 


A m eric a’s food bill would be at 
least a third m ore than at present 
if farm ers didn’t have any fertilizer 
for their crops, according to Dr. 
H crrell DeGraff, Cornell U niver­ 
sity food scientist. 
Without chem ical fertilizers, and 
w hat they add directly to our sup­ 
plies of food, we could not possibly 
have both our present high-quality 
diet and all the other advantages 
of the average level of living we en­ 
joy today. 
“ If, as a nation, we had to devote 
m ore effort to producing food, not 
only would food be less 
plentiful 
and m ore expensive, but also we 


would not be able to produce other 
goods and services as we 
do 
at 
present,” Dr. DeGraff said. 
“ Without 
fertilizer, 
A m erican 
farm ers could m aintain less live­ 
stock and our agriculture would be 
less well-balanced. In p l a c e 
of 
m eat, people would have to 
con­ 
sum e m ore direct crops such as 
beans, corn and wheat. 
“ As a result, our diet would be 
of lower nutritive quality.”
